Once again I present to you, the Citizens of the Town of 
Camden, your Annual Report for 1973. You will note in the re- 
port a resume by the departmental heads of the activities of 
their respective departments. From these reports one should be 
able to note the unselfish effort given by these men and women in 
order to render a service to the community to the best of their 
ability. 


One of the major problems was completed during the year — 
the removal of storm drains from the sanitary sewers on Main 
and Elm Streets. Several other small, similar jobs were completed, 
but we still have several bad areas to be considered this year. That 
is why I have asked for an increase in the storm drain account. 


Our mild winter has been a help costwise, both in street mainte- 
nance and fuel consumption. 


Looking ahead to the coming year, I see no reason for an in- 
crease in the tax rate as far as the municipal budget is concerned. 
A small increase in Excise, Revenue Sharing and a good surplus 
have helped in this respect. 


I would like to thank members of all the municipal depart- 
ments, the Selectmen, and Citizens of the Town for their co- 
operation during the past year.

1973 was a busy year for boating activity and in general, things 
went smoothly in Camden Harbor. 


Three new moorings were set in the outer harbor. 


Last Spring, new pilings were installed at the Public Landing by 
Prock Marine Company. These pilings were arranged so that 
another float could be added, now making a total of three public 
floats. 


The launching ramp was improved by laying hot top at the up- 
per end, which makes it much easier for launching and hauling out 
small boats. Regular cleaning was also conducted on the launch- 
ing ramp. 


Plans are currently being made for dredging the upper end of the 
inner harbor if money is allotted. There is presently a considerable 
space at the upper end of the harbor that can be used by small 
boats once the area is dredged out.

I hereby respectfully submit the Ambulance Report of the 
Camden First Aid Association for the year 1978. 


The Camden First Aid Association and its members had a 
busy year both in training and service. (18) Members of the As- 
sociation attended the Defensive Driving Course. Also, the Mem- 
bers attended the Standard First Aid Course and the Knox County 
Hospital Course on the care and transportation of the sick and in- 
jured. The three Courses compiled 21 weeks of training; one 
woman honored herself and the Association by completing the 
instructor’s course in Red Cross First Aid. 


The ambulance responded to 445 calls of which 62% were 
transfers and 38% were emergencies. The ambulance traveled a 
total of 8,919.5 miles, which consisted of 980 man-hours, taking 
sick and injured to the Camden Community Hospital, Knox County 
General Hospital and various Nursing Homes. The breakdown of 
these trips were as follows:

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens 
of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Police 
Department for the year 1973. 


In the field of training, several members of the department have 
attended various seminars in related police matters. The “‘Training 
Key” program of the IACP and the “Alert” program of the At- 
torney General’s office keeps the officers informed of the latest de- 
velopments in the changes of the criminal justice system. 


With the inception of the Maine Criminal Justice Academy many 
advances have been made in police training. Every officer must 
complete, successfully, the Basic Police School and be certified in 
order to enforce the laws of the state. The Maine Chiefs of Police 
Association supported an act that all chiefs should meet certain 
standards to hold the position of chief. This act was passed by leg- 
islature and the program will be in effect early in 1974. It is im- 
perative that the police officer of today be involved in every train- 
ing program possible if he is to cope with the many changes in the 
laws and court decisions that he may function effectively in our 
changing society, better understanding the problems he faces dur- 
ing his daily tour of duty. 


Realizing that radio communications are essential between agen- 
cies, it is hoped that by the end of 1975 every law enforcement 
officer in the state will be able to communicate with each other 
regardless of location. This system will also be tied in to the NCIC 
whereby in about five to eight minutes, the officer in the cruiser 
can obtain any information on any wanted person, stolen car or 
property. The local network has proven to be most effective on 
many occasions. 


At the Annual Meeting of the Maine Chiefs of Police Association 
I was honored by being elected the President. Each officer of this 
department and every citizen of the community must share in this 
honor, for only by your support was it made possible. 


Over 120 dog complaints have been handled this year. A num- 
ber of dogs have been taken home, but without a facility to house 
stray dogs it is impossible to enforce the ordinance as it should be. 
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The safety programs were again carried out in the school system, 
supported by our sponsors. A number of films were shown as well 
as the safety manuals which were used in the lower grades. The 
policewoman has proven to be very effective in the schools. Traf- 
fic has moved more effectively and in working with the youth she 
has given them a better understanding of the police and the im- 
portance of safety to all. During the summer months she served as 
parking officer and through her efforts, the availability of parking 
for all citizens was greatly improved. 


Again this year we would commend the young people of our 
community for their conduct, support, understanding and coope- 
ration in the many programs carried out. The future of Camden 
is their responsibility and I know that they will meet the many 
challenges they face with a positive attitude and strive to keep 
Camden a community in which all citizens may enjoy its beauty.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC SAFETY DISPATCH CENTER 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the citizens 
of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Public 
Safety Dispatch Center for the year 1973. 


All requests for public safety service are received through the 
Dispatch Center and the information forwarded to the proper 
agency for disposition. It is manned twenty-four hours per day, 
seven days a week. 


The radio communications in the Center enables the dispatchers, 
police officers, firemen and the ambulance drivers to communicate 
with each other and any agency within the county for assistance 
when necessary. The Highway Department and the Sewer Depart- 
ment also use the Center for communications to other departments. 
The Center covers in emergencies for the Town of Rockport when 
their dispatcher is not on duty. 


All alarm systems for private business, homes, fire alarms and the 
sewer plant are maintained at the Center. Information is immediate- 
ly passed to the proper agency when one of them is activated. 


Payment of parking fines, First Aid fees, fire permits, towing 
permits and various other reports are handled by the dispatchers. 


Following is a breakdown of telephone calls, radio calls and the 
number of persons who have visited the Center for information 
on one of the services.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT

We held a National Safety Council defensive driving course at 
the station, and also several hours of pump school with our new 
truck.

We want to thank those who have helped us the past year and 
invite the citizens to become better acquainted with the depart- 
ment by coming in for a visit.

24 ANNUAL REPORT, TOWN OF CAMDEN 


WASTEWATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and Wastewater 
Commissioners, and the Citizens of the Town of Camden, I respect- 
fully submit the Fourth Annual Report of the Wastewater Depart- 
ment for the year 1973. 


This past year has not been one of drastic changes but rather a 
year of continued efforts in striving to improve this department 
in both structure and operation. 


During 19738, with labor forces of the Highway Department and 
funds provided by the Wastewater Department, the storm drain re- 
moval project has been nearly completed, this being the first step 
in solving the problem of excess storm water flows in sanitary 
sewers during wet weather. There still, however, remains much to 
be done concerning this matter. The Treatment Plant processed 
366,407,000 gallons of wastewater during 1973, as compared to 
303,220,000 gallons in 1972. This is approximately a 21% in- 
crease and attributed totally to storm water discharged into sani- 
tary sewers. The next step in solving this problem will be for the 
Town of Camden to require all property owners to remove from 
the sanitary system any sources of storm water, such as roof 
drains, areaway drains, cellar drains or other systems which are 
not considered sewage waste. It is hoped these measures will elimi- 
nate the excess water problem which is both costly to the user and 
troublesome to the Plant operators. 


The Department had experienced difficulty in drying waste 
sludge from the plant operation during the spring of 1973, due 
mainly to a very wet season, thus creating a minor odor nuisance 
in the area of the Plant. Because of this problem the Board of 
Wastewater Commissioners authorized a survey to determine an 
improved method of drying sludge. The results of the survey were 
completed, and although planning is still proceeding, it appears 
the most practical and feasible solution will be to cover two of 
the four drying beds with a building to eliminate rain and snow, 
thus allowing the drying season to be extended by several months. 


The high velocity jetting of seven of Camden’s fifteen miles of 
sanitary sewer lines for maintenance purposes has proven very suc- 
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cessful during this year and has greatly reduced the stoppage oc- 
currences experienced in past years. 


The overall results of operations at the Treatment Plant for 
1973 have been very satisfying, and have proven the process does 
achieve a high degree of purification, even under adverse weather 
conditions.

On October 1, 1973, a representative of the U. S. Environment- 
al Protection Agency visited the Camden Wastewater facility to 
inspect and review Plant records and to make a visual inspection 
of operation. As a result of the visit, the subsequent report to the 
Town of Camden was summed up by the following statement: 
“The operation and maintenance of the Camden Plant were found 
to be excellent.’’ The credit for this has to go to the Wastewater 
Department personnel who have worked faithfully throughout 
the year to make our Plant one of the best in the State of Maine. 


In closing, I would like to thank the Town Manager, the Board 
of Wastewater Commissioners, and those citizens of Camden who 
have contributed their share toward this department’s continued 
efforts to return Camden’s wastewater to its proper place in the 
ecological cycle.

REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The school year 1972-73 was a very busy one for the school 
nurse, as is 1973-74. Being a little more organized has helped, but 
the days still are very full of unplanned happenings. A total of 
1503 immunizations were given last year and approximately 750 
will be given before this school year has ended. I feel that our stu- 
dents are exceptionally well covered and we have very little to fear 
in ‘the wake of any outbreak. A survey was made on the new 
kindergarten class and the statistics are as follows: 


DPT: Children now immune 91.6%; non-immune 0% 
Mumps: Immune 69.5%; non-immune 26.3% 

Measles: Immune 76.8%; non-immune 20.% 

Rubella: Immune 64.2%; non-immune 31.6% 

Polio: Immune 86.3%; non-immune 10.5% 


Polio and rubella are of the highest priority for this year, and 
with the parents’ support approximately 95% of all the children 
needing various immunizations will receive them privately or at 
school. The high school has also had the opportunity to be caught 
up on their immunizations and a high percentage will be complet- 
ed. The school is unable to give the mumps vaccine, and this will 
have to be done privately. 


A new program started this year is a weight-reducing program 
and approximately 70 students and teachers are now taking part. 
This started with six of the faculty in the fall, so I’m very pleased 
to see its growth. Nearly 300 pounds has been lost thus far and 
we're hoping to do much more by June. Any interested student 
or faculty member is most welcome whenever they decide to try 
for 1-100 pounds. The students are the best ‘‘advertisers’? and 
they all try to help each other. 


We’ve had our usual share of accidents but they seem to be 
less than last year and not quite as severe. Visual and auditory 
screening are nearly finished and thanks to our parents, most of the 
children needing treatment have received it. This is so important 
during school years. Dr. Holz and I have the physical examinations 
nearly finished and I’ve been trying to work in the classroom with 
the different teachers. Again, I’d like to thank the parents and 
friends for their interest in the school health program, for the 
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time invested by parents in helping me and the help given by in- 
terested citizens. If I can be of any help to parents or friends, 
please feel free to call or come and see me.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


Last year, at this time, the community was gearing up for a self- 
evaluation. A self-evaluation is required by the State Department 
for school approval every five years. A year later we find that ap- 
proximately 200 members of the community, teachers and stu- 
dents have been involved in the process. Questionnaires were mail- 
ed to every residence in Camden and Rockport; students, teachers 
and recent graduates were contacted for additional information. 
The various committees and sub-committees are preparing first 
drafts of their reports for the steering committee. This report, in 
its final form, will be submitted to the Board of Directors and the 
Commissioner of Education. It is pre-mature and improper to 
speculate on what form the report will take or what its contents 
may be. 


This is the first time that so many members of a community 
have been involved in a school assessment and the report of their 
efforts will determine the educational/academic goals of the com- 
munity and establish a time table for meeting them. 


School enrollments continue to increase as the mid-coast area 
continues to grow. Between June of 1973 and September of the 
same year, 102 pupils transferred into the District Schools. Forty- 
seven came from 22 towns and cities within the state. Forty-eight 
came from Connecticut, Massachusetts, New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan, Maryland, Illinois, Texas, Washington, D.C., and Cali- 
fornia. Seven came from five foreign countries: Germany, Virgin 
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Islands, Venezuela, Mariana Islands and Canada. We have reached 
the critical stage where we can no longer contain our student pop- 
ulation within our present facilities. 


Sweeping new legislation enacted by the 106th Legislature ad- 
dressing itself to education will have a considerable impact on all 
municipalities in the state. It is too early and impossible to pre- 
dict all of the ramifications of the following acts: 


1. An act equalizing the financial support of school units: 


Fortunately, or unfortunately, Camden and Rockport enjoy high 
state valuations and therefore fall into that category of communi- 
ties whose state allocation for education will be reduced resulting 
in a corresponding increase in local allocation. Starting July 1, 
1974 all municipalities will be assessed 14 mils on 100% of state 
valuation by the state assessor. If the 14 mils raises less than the 
state average per pupil cost, the state will make up the difference. 
Should the 14 mils raise more than the state average per pupil 
cost, the excess amount goes to the State Treasurer to be re-distri- 
buted. In Camden and Rockport.14 mils does not meet the state 
average and while the towns do receive a state allocation for 
schools, it is much less than under the old subsidy law. 


2. An act relating to special education whose purpose is to 
provide equal education to all children: 


The School District meets this requirement for special educa- 
tion by paying tuition and transportation to schools that provide 
special education and are approved by the State Department of 
Education such as; the Sweetser Home, the Pine Point School, the 
Cerebral Palsy Center in Augusta, etc. 


3. An act authorizing eleven new regions and Central Aroo- 
stook County Region for vocational education programs was pass- 
ed. This law groups Camden and Rockport with M.S.A.D. #5, 
Rockland, Owls Head and South Thomaston; M.S.A.D. #7, Waldo- 
boro, Friendship, Union, Warren and Washington; M.S.A.D. #50, 
Thomaston, Cushing, St. George; and Appleton, Hope, Islesboro 
and Lincolnville. The Cooperative Board has been appointed and 
held its organizational meeting on January 24, 1974. District #28 
is represented by Rendle Jones, Dianne Stevenson, Charles Calder- 
wood, and Ronald Thurston. It has four seats on a twenty-two 
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member board. Cost will be shared on the basis of the number of 
juniors and seniors in the high school. This budget does not in- 
clude any cost for the vocational school. 


In spite of all this, there is good reason for optimism about the 
outlook for education in the School District as long as the Board 
of Directors, the staff and the community continue to direct their 
energies toward helping people build useful and productive lives. 
The fact that so many people have devoted countless hours toward 
determining the type of schools the residents of Camden and Rock- 
port want is evidence of this.

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ASSESSORS’ REPORT 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and Assessors, and 
Citizens of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1973. 


During the past year, we had a relatively small increase in valua- 
tion as compared to 1972, due to the recession that seemed to be 
prevalent every where. 


The current assessment ratio that stands at 80% is also feeling the 
inflationary trend, and appears to be headed toward a new level 
nearer the 70th percentile which is still quite acceptable. 


What is of some significance, however, is legislation that was 
passed by our 106th legislature pertaining to Tax Assessment. In 
my opinion, 1973 marked the year of the beginning of property 
tax reform within the State of Maine. The Emery Bill, so called, 
while not perfect by any means, is a giant step in the right direc- 
tion. While it is extremely lengthy, and at times quite involved, 
I do encourage all interested individuals to peruse a copy of the 
bill at their convenience. 


Business and industry will also notice a slight change in the 
assessment techniques of Stock-in-Trade, and other similar types 
of personal property categories previously assessed in a different 
manner. A letter in the form of a general outline has been prepar- 
ed, and will be sent to each individual that will be affected by this 
change of method. 


Veterans, and Veterans’ Widows are encouraged to call at, or 
telephone the Town Office, if they feel they are eligible for the 
$3500 tax exemption. Also, elderly persons are encouraged to 
inquire about such plans as the Elderly Householders’ Tax Relief 
Act. Neither the $3500 Veterans or Veterans’ Widows exemption, 
nor the Elderly Householders’ Tax Relief Act should be regarded 
as charity; they are designed to combat the effects of increased 
property tax due in part, to inflation. 


I would like to take this opportunity to express my sincere ap- 
preciation to the Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager, and the 
Citizens of the Town of Camden, for their cooperation and sup- 
port during this past year.

TAX COLLECTOR’S REPORT 


Taxes are assessed to the property owner of record as of April 
lst of each taxable year. If you buy or sell Real Estate after that 
date, the property is still taxed to the owner of record as of April 
lst. No new bills are issued for that taxable year. 


The agreement on paying pro-rata shares is between the buyer 
and the seller. However, the owner of record is liable to the Town 


for the full amount. This is also applicable to Mobile Homes. 


REMEMBER, YOU DO NOT HAVE A CLEAR TITLE TO 
YOUR PROPERTY, IF TAXES ARE OUTSTANDING. 


Upon receipt of your tax bill — check it over — if you have any 
questions in your mind regarding it, bring the bill to the Assessor 


for explanation. 


NO APPEALS WILL BE HEARD BY THE BOARD OF ASSES- 
SORS AFTER NOVEMBER 15, 1974. 


The Town does not set budget payments on taxes. Taxpayers 


desiring to pay their bill on time-payment basis are encouraged to 
set up their own system to meet the deadline of December 31. 
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Any portion of the tax bill may be paid at any time during the 
year. The more income from tax payments the less money bor- 
rowed to meet current expenses thus lowering the interest expense. 


The list of Sewer Abutters bills turned over to the Collector in 
1973 are past due. The unpaid IMMEDIATE ASSESSMENTS are 
transferred to the Board of Assessors to be taxed as ‘‘Sewer Taxes’’ 
in 1974 subject to the Tax Lien process in the same manner as un- 
paid Real Estate Taxes. 


The Time Payment program is subject to the same process if the 
abutter defaults on the payment. If abutter defaults on all five 
payments, they could have five tax liens against their property. 


A Tax Lien expires 18 months from the date of recording at the 
Registry of Deeds, which means the property becomes Tax Ac- 
quired by the Town for unpaid taxes. Remember you do not have 
clear title to your property if an outstanding bill or Lien exists.

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REPORT OF THE 
CAMDEN PLANNING BOARD 


This past year has proved to be a productive one for the Camden 
Planning Board. After a year of preparation and discussion, a zon- 
ing ordinance for Camden was composed by the Board and accept- 
ed by the community in a special town meeting by a 2 to 1 margin. 
The law seems to have gained nearly unanimous town acceptance 
during its first months of full enforcement. 


The Board has also prepared the interim guidelines for sub- 
divisions under the State statute giving communities the right to 
control land subdivision. Using these guidelines, the Board has 
considered and approved seven subdivision proposals. The Board 
has used its influence and the interim guidelines to make these sub- 
divisions compatible with the existing community. 


Another accomplishment, although not the entire responsibility 
of the Planning Board, was the gift of Curtis Island. The Board 
produced a voluminous Federal application in three days, and our 
thanks go to many other members of the community who helped 
to produce the information for this application, working against 
such a tight deadline. 


I wish to personally thank the Board members for their tireless 
effort over the past year in accomplishing these difficult tasks. 
Particular thanks go to Alexander Dority, who has worked on a 
land plan for Camden for nearly eighteen years, and to Henry 
Baldwin and Gil Leadbetter who have devoted much time over 
many years to the same end.

Senator Hoffses made a few opening remarks to new residents 
on procedure and stated that no one was to speak on any issue ex- 
cept by a 2/3 vote of the voters. 


Article 2. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept Sec- 
tion 2062, Title 30, Maine Revised Statutes Annotated, which al- 
lows use of absentee ballots whenever municipal Elections are con- 
ducted by Secret Ballot. 


Article 3. It was moved, seconded and voted to appropriate 
from Surplus, the sum of $6,000.00 to pay the incurred and anti- 
cipated expenses in the obtaining of Curtis Island from the Federal 
Government. Several citizens spoke for and against this article, 
and Chairman Lowe gave explanation of what is planned for the 
Island. 


Article 4. Senator Hoffses read the article and Clifford 
O’Rourke read the following amendment to the article: 


That said sum be used as matching funds with private contribu- 
tions or state or federal funds to enable the Board of Selectmen of 
the town to complete the installation of improvements at the Snow 
Bowl as authorized under Article 19 of the warrant of the annual 
town meeting for 1966. 

It was moved, seconded and voted to accept the amendment as 
written. 

It was moved, seconded and voted to Authorize the Municipal 


Officers to issue up to, but not exceeding $50,000.00 in general 
obligation securities, period of redemption not to exceed ten (10) 
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years for the purpose of acquiring and installing snow making 
equipment at the Camden Snow Bowl. 


Article 5. It was moved, seconded and voted to accept the 
Zoning Ordinance as printed. There was some discussion about 
changes and deletions, but not very lengthy. A motion was made 
that the voting be done by ballot and check list, which was done. 
Results of the voting was as follows:

No had 170

General Fund 


Departmental operations resulted in an unexpended balance of 
$98,605.10. Unexpended balances and overdrafts in total were: 


Unexpended Balances $105,829.38 
Overdrafts 7,224.28 
$ 98,605.10 


The overlay of $37,679.51 General Fund earned income of 
$8,220.54 unexpended balances in the public works general ex- 
pense account of $31,634.49 and Opera House account of $5,909.99 
accounted for the major portion of the balance. 


Assets: The general cash of $226,160.93 was on deposit with 
the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. Cash in savings ac- 
counts were verified by examination of passbooks and confirma- 
tions were received from depositories on all cash balances. In 1973 
the town received $54,597.00 in federal revenue sharing funds. 
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This amount and interest of $2,276.25 earned on 1972 funds were 
on deposit at the Camden National Bank at December 31, 1973. 
Both amounts totalling $56,873.25 are carried forward to the 1974 
municipal year for proper allocation by vote of the townspeople. 


Accounts receivable of $4,289.23 represents an increase of 
$2,235.93 from the previous year. 


The stock held for Snow Bowl Development represents 36 
shares of International Business Machines which were contributed 
to the Snow Bow! Development Fund. 


Taxes receivable increased $4,375.98 to a total of $41,177.87. 
Of this amount $39,449.97 represents 1973 taxes and the balance 
prior years. 


Sewer Department receivables of $17,254.20 represents a de- 
crease of $7,211.81 from the prior year. 


State revenue sharing receivable represents the final payment 
from the State of Maine for 1973 which was received in January 
of 1974. The town’s allocation of State revenue sharing for 1973 
was $18,251.24. Of this amount $15,841.87 was used to reduce 
the 1973 tax commitment and the remaining amount of $2,409.37 
is carried forward to 1974. 


Sewer abutters fees receivable of $9,603.52 represents the un- 
paid portion of total billings during 1972 and 1973 of $33,102.20. 

Tax liens amounted to $4,502.34 an increase of $19.49. 

Tax acquired property remained unchanged during 1973. 


In 1973, $112.26 of the old Sewer assessments were collected, 
and the balance written off. 

Liabilities and Reserves: Departmental balances of $235,387.83 
consisted of various operating account balances carried forward to 
1974 in accordance with legal requirement or customary practice. 

Prepaid real estate and excise taxes totaled $14,428.25. 


Trust Funds 


Trust funds securities were physically examined at the Camden 
National Bank. Income payments were traced to cash receipts and 
entries in proper accounts. Time deposits were compared with 
passbooks and confirmed directly by the applicable banks. Check- 
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ing accounts were reconciled to the cash accounts in the general 
ledger and confirmed with the depository. 


Debt Fund 


The amount due from the State of Maine Department of Parks 
& Recreation represents matching funds to be received for the 
Snow Bowl Development Project. Total funds to be received from 
the state for this project total $72,000.00 


The $50,000.00 due from the Camden Outing Club represents 
the amount needed to retire the general obligation bonds issued 
for the Snow Bowl Development. It is the intention of the Camden 
Outing Club to reimburse the town over a ten year period, or 
sooner, plus interest equal to the rate payable on the bonds. 


Sewer Project 


During 1973 three industries were billed for their share of 
sewerage facilities. The total billing amounted to $179,032.00 
plus interest at 6.70% per annum. The amounts are to be amorti- 
zed over periods ranging from twenty to thirty years according to 
predetermined schedules. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of Internal Control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank state- 
ments furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. 
Verifications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correct- 
ness of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as expend- 
itures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and cancelled 
checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax collections 
were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the collector. 
Debt and Trust Fund transactions were reviewed. Surety bond 
coverage was reviewed. 


The records of the Trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association and the Camden Public Library 
were reviewed.

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REPORT OF TOWN MANAGER 


For many of you coming to the Town Office in recent months, 
you were greeted by a new face. I became your Manager on 
September 3, succeeding Mr. Hodson, now retired. 


Perhaps a brief autobiography would help serve to make you 
more familiar with me. 


I have had twenty-one years’ experience in municipal govern- 
ment; 15 years as a Selectman and Assessor in the Town of 
Union. In April 1969, I accepted the position of Town Manager 
in Searsport. While there, I served as Manager, Tax Collector, 
Treasurer, Road Commissioner, and Purchasing Agent. 


I would like to use this opportunity to express my sincere thank 
you to all of you for your warm welcome. A special thank you to 
the Selectmen and the employees for their willing assistance in 
acquainting me with the operation of your local government. I 
have learned a great deal since coming to Camden; I am aware 
the learning process is an on-going one. 


I hope my performance as your Town Manager has been satis- 
factory. I welcome suggestions or recommendations; please feel 
free to drop in at any time to discuss them. In addition to sug- 
gestions, complaints, when discussed first-hand with the Manager, 
are much easier to solve to the satisfaction of all. 


Some recommendations the Selectmen have already approved 
are: 
1. The change to a more suitable bookkeeping system. 
2. Renovation of office space for a more desirable and less con- 
fusing work area. 


I have very strong feelings against the posts of Town Clerk, 
Treasurer, and Tax Collector being elective. These people have 
served you faithfully for many years. These people should be 
appointed by the Manager subject to approval of the Selectmen. 
Under the present system, nothing prevents an elected official 
from taking their work to another location, other than the Town 
Office. 


One of the greatest problems facing the town in the near future 
is the dump. According to State law, we must cease open dump 
burning July 1 unless a variance is granted. 
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I am concerned about the increase in the municipal budget this 
year in the face of such hard times but the spiraling costs make it 
unavoidable if we are to continue the services that are demanded. 
I will strive to keep the expenditures to a minimum in the future. 
I do recommend the town continue upgrading the street lights; 
we still have 96 of the old-type street lights to be changed. 


I would recommend the increase of unappropriated surplus to a 
more comfortable amount to help cut the cost of interest on tax 
anticipation loans. 


Let me again thank members of all departments, the Selectmen, 
and the citizens of the Town for their cooperation during my 
brief time here. 


In closing, keep in mind, ‘‘a few wise words spoken at Town 
Meeting is worth a thousand on the street!”’

As usual, this was a busy and active season in Camden Harbor. 


Although there were no new moorings set in the harbor last 
season, anyone desiring a mooring should make application to the 
Harbor Master.

Five new floats have been built for the upper end of the inner 
harbor for small boat use. They will be moored fore and aft and 
will be available for rent to small boat owners. 


This 
will make additional mooring space available from what is now 
the shoal area at the head of the harbor. 


A floating speed limit sign has been made and will be moored 
off the ways at Wayfarer Marina, posting a speed limit of 5 miles 
per hour for the inner harbor.

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REPORT OF CAMDEN FIRST AID ASSOCIATION 


To the Citizens of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the annual report of the Camden 
First Aid Association for the year 1974. 


The year proved to be an interesting period for the Camden 
First Aid Association in which the economy took its toll in de- 
pletion of funds as it did with us all, and saw the members being 
overworked due to being undermanned. Portable radios were pur- 
chased for the men to use during their week of duty enabling 
better response to an emergency from any location without having 
to stand by a phone. As always, training had an important role in 
1974. Members attended the Red Cross Standard First Aid Course 
and Knox County Hospital Course on care and transportation of 
the sick and injured, as well as a disaster drill in July. 


The ambulance responded to a total of 444 calls of which 54% 
were transfers and 46% were emergencies. A total of 7,994.4 
miles were covered on an average of 824 man-hours in caring and 
transportation of the sick and injured to Camden Community 
Hospital, Knox Hospital, and area nursing homes. The breakdown 
of trips is as follows:

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen and the Citizens 
of the Town of Camden: 


I hereby respectfully submit the Annual Report of the Police 
Department for the year 1974. 


In the field of training, this department has, and will continue 
to work with other agencies in law enforcement to continually up- 
grade police services through the various programs, such as the 
“Training Key, and Alert”? programs. All regular officers will par- 
ticipate in courses offered at the Maine Criminal Justice Academy. 
It is felt by all law enforcement agencies that the highest priority 
facing us is that of training, if we are to meet the many changes in 
the laws and to deliver the most complete services to the members 
of our communities. 


In the field of communications, a new radio ‘““Ten-code system”’ 
has been established state-wide which will be used with the new 
radio system going into service in 1975. With the mobility of to- 
day’s society it is imperative that all agencies be linked by this 
system, that we may exchange information and apprehend those 
who are involved in criminal activities. The use of radio com- 
munications has proven most valuable this year in the apprehension 
of several persons involved in felony cases by officers of this de- 
partment. 


At the summer meeting of the Maine Chiefs of Police Associa- 
tion held here in Camden, I was honored by being presented with 
the first ‘‘Executive Certificate’? issued by the Maine Criminal 
Justice Academy. This certificate is issued to Chiefs and Sheriffs 
who meet the minimum standards of at least five hundred hours 
of police classroom training, five years of law enforcement experi- 
ence, and at least have six college credits. Only by the support of 
the department, the town officials and each citizen was this honor 
possible. 


The department also received the J. Edgar Hoover Memorial 
Award for its many programs and overall administration of criminal 
justice activities carried out in the community. 
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At the last Town Meeting a second cruiser was voted for use in 
the downtown area. The use of this car has enabled the depart- 
ment to more effectively cover the area and substantially decrease 
the complaints we have received in the past years. 


On September 5, the Police Department moved to new quarters 
in the Opera House. The facility contains a dispatch center, Chief’s 
office, officers’ room, locker room and a training-conference room. 
All members of the Department are justly proud of the station and 
it is most adequate for our needs. The conference room is avail- 
able for any meeting and has been used on almost a daily basis. I 
wish to thank the town officials and all those who assisted in the 
establishment of this unit. 


Again our safety efforts have proven to be successful, especially 
those which were presented with the cooperation with the schools. 
The policewoman working with the school officials has been active 
in handling problems which have occurred and controling the 
traffic for the safety of all. The parking officer was very effective 
and through his efforts many problems of the past were eliminated 
and the public was better able to locate a parking site in the area 
they wished to visit. 


The youth of the community must again be commended for 
their understanding, support, concern and cooperation with the 
members of the department. Only when there is mutual trust and 
respect can we hope to perform our duties in the manner which 
will keep our community safe for all citizens, especially the young.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


In 1974 the Department answered 120 alarms, this being a 
record number. 


House fires accounted for the largest number with 28, of which 
only 2 were totally destroyed. There were 11 commercial building 
fires, 18 grass and forest fires, 3 boat fires, with 60 calls being 
made up from the following: 


car fires, dump fires, mutual aid calls for out of town fires, 
car and truck accidents needing fire protection, oil spills, 
sprinkler system malfunctioning, false alarms, etc. 


The largest fire was on the John Stivers’ estate (Clark estate) on 
Chestnut Street on April 20. This was also the largest fire in Knox 
County in 1974. We responded with 8 pieces of equipment and 
32 men at 4:15 a.m. Shortly after we called for mutual aid. 
Rockport responded with Engines 1 and 2 and 20 men while 
Lincolnville and Hope sent 2 engines and 380 men to cover our 
station. There was a total of 500% man hours spent on this fire. 


I would like to thank the past and present Town Managers for 
their special interest given the Fire Department in the past year. 
I would also like to thank the Board of Selectmen for the extra 
time and interest given the Fire Department in the past year. 


Because of the extra time and interest shown to this department 
in 1974 we can now give you the best fire protection and mainte- 
nance to your equipment and buildings possible at a reasonable 
price.

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WASTEWATER DEPARTMENT REPORT 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen and Wastewater 
Commissioners and the Citizens of Camden, I respectfully submit 
the Fifth Annual Report of the Wastewater Department for the 
year 1974. 


Expansions, improvements and continued efforts toward quality 
operations have been the prime objectives of this department 
during this year. To improve sludge drying, an 80’ by 170’ metal 
building covering two of the four drying beds was constructed by 
Maine Coast Construction. With proper heat and ventilation, the 
drying season can now be extended to ten months a year instead 
of the previous four to five months. This should allow ample 
time for sludge drying each year once the present backlog of sludge 
has been processed. 


A preliminary survey of sewer line extensions for many of the 
outer areas of Camden, now near completion, should be of great 
assistance to our governing bodies in determining the direction of 
expansion, both present and future, of sewer lines to these areas. 
This project is intended to assist those citizens living beyond the 
areas now served by our Treatment Plant and having problems 
maintaining private disposal systems. 


On May 20, 1974 we received from the Federal Government 
our “National Pollutant Discharge Elimination System Permit.” 
This Permit sets strict standards for plant effluent quality and 
quantity, and has to be maintained through constant testing and 
inspection. The Treatment Plant at this time is in total compli- 
ance with the Federal Permit with one exception, that being the 
occasional overflows of manholes on Bay View Street during wet 
weather. The Town and this department have been working for 
two years to eliminate all storm and surface water from the sani- 
tary system and will continue until our goal is achieved, and we 
are operating completely within our permit. I would appreciate 
the citizens’ support of articles in this year’s Town Warrant for 
storm drain construction and sanitary sewer repair. The removal 
of roof, cellar and foundation drains from individual homes which 
are in violation of Camden’s Sewer Ordinance would also help 
greatly to reduce these unnecessary overflows. 
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Administrative and legal procedures were completed this year 
to insure this department of its fair share support from every user, 
the end result being a tax lien on properties that have unpaid sewer 
service charges after the 90-day collection period. 


This department, in spite of increased costs for all supplies and 
most utilities, remained within the operating budget for 1974, and 
anticipates operating through 1975 with no increase in present 
rates. 


I was very proud to accept from the ‘‘Maine Wastewater Control 
Association”’ the Treatment Plant of the Year Award for 1974 
presented by the Department of Environmental Protection in 
October for the best operated and maintained treatment plant in 
the State of Maine. This award is a tribute to our personnel for 
performing their duties in a most commendable manner through- 
out the year. Our active crew and fine support personnel deserve 
much credit as in these times being number 1 is no simple task.

CAMDEN-ROCKPORT HISTORICAL SOCIETY 


The Camden-Rockport Historical Society continued its work of 
preserving our historic heritage, stimulating interest in local history 
and presenting historic relics to the public. 


At the Old Conway House the foundation was restored, the in- 
terior repainted and papered, the gardens planted and grounds 
clearing extended, mostly by volunteer workers and Garden Club 
helpers. The house, barn and museum were open to the public 
from July list to August 30th, Mondays thru Fridays, 1:00 to 
5:00 PM, with many volunteer hostesses assisting the regular staff. 
This year fewer visitors came, only 590 paid admissions, hailing 
from 380 states and 5 foreign lands. But on July 18th it was on the 
Garden Club Open House Tour and 537 more came. 


Many splendid gift items were received and added to our mem- 
orabilia. 

At the May 22nd meeting of the Society, Mr. and Mrs. Joseph 
Marcus described, using color slides, their restoration of the 
Ebenezar Alden House in Union. On August 22, Mr. Bruce Buxton 
entertained members and guests with a fascinating talk and show- 
ing of antique silver. In mid-October, Mr. Earle Shettleworth, 
Architectural Historian of the Maine Historical Preservation Com- 
mission, showed slides and spoke on historic districts and sites in 
Maine and restoration work being done. 


There were two teas at Conway House for the Merryspring 
Foundation, and the local AAUW chapter held its autumn meeting 
at the Museum. Then in October, the complex was closed for the 
winter, tree surgery done, and grounds cleared. 


Officers elected in August were: Wendell Johnson, president; 
Richard Sexton, vice president; Mrs. Charles Jenkins, secretary; 
and James Callahan (re-elected) treasurer; curators re-elected: Mrs. 
Ambrose Cramer, Mrs. David Anderson and Mrs. Raymond Smith. 


An endowment fund was established and given a generous start- 
ing gift. 
Special projects planned for 1974 are: reprinting of Locke’s 


History of Camden and Rockport, if advance subscriptions are 
enough to warrant; displaying historic items at local banks, the 
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library and House of Logan window; providing the public during 
spring, summer and fall, the Society’s brochure “‘A walking Tour 
and Bicycle or Car Tour of Camden and Rockport (historic houses 
and sites); an Open House for the public at the Conway House and 
Museum in June; a fund-raising antiques auction in July; offering 
speakers to organizations and school groups desiring them; de- 
veloping closer laison with neighboring historical societies; and 
reduction of entrance fees to the Conway House and Museum to 
90 cents for adults and 25 cents for children. 


We urge those who are not members to join our Society and 
assist in its activities, and next summer, to visit the Conway 
House, barn, blacksmith shop, and the Museum — and bring 
guests. Our community has a fascinating history to be proud of, 
and arich heritage to preserve. Please help us do it.

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REPORT OF DISTRICT NURSE 


I wish to give a quick sketch of the Camden Area District Nurs- 
ing Association to those of you who are not familiar with it. It is 
a non-profit organization with the sole purpose of delivering bed- 
side nursing care to residents of Camden and the surrounding com- 
munities of Hope, Lincolnville and Rockport. It is comprised of 
non-salaried Board members and employs one registered nurse. It 
is not funded either federally or through state funds, but depends 
upon donations from private citizens, donations from two trust 
funds, yearly appropriations from the Town of Camden, and fees 
from those patients who are able to pay for services rendered. We 
have a contract with Mid-Coast Home Health Agency of Rockland 
whereby any Medicare or Medicaid nursing visits made by our As- 
sociation are reimbursed by these agencies. 


For the past year, our association has been meeting with the 
visiting nurse organizations of surrounding towns and counties. 
We have formed a ‘‘Federation”’ of nursing agencies with the pur- 
pose of seeking ways to deliver improved services, share in some 
services, and to work together to locate and utilize all means of 
medical and financial assistance available to people of this mid- 
coast region. 


We began some preventive care this year in the form of an im- 
munization clinic. We have tentative plans to do the same this 
year, 


Finally, we would like to take this opportunity to make resi- 
dents of Camden and surrounding communities fully aware that 
the trend in medical care is changing. Hospitals are required to 
make greater utilization of their facilities and to direct persons 
with medical problems which cannot be classified as acute to 
agencies in the community which render that type of medical care. 
Our association is in contact on a daily basis with Camden, Com- 
munity Hospital’s Discharge Planning Committee and reviews each 
patient admitted to see if care will be required upon discharge. In 
this way, we are able to arrange nursing care, physio-therapy, 
homemaker services, Meals on Wheels, and financial assistance for 
persons being discharged. We are also in close contact with 
physicians in this area so that persois not hospitalized, but re- 
quiring home care, are brought to our attention. 
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During 1974 our association made the following visits: 


Visits reimbursed by patients’ insurance 295 
Visits paid for by patients themselves 1182 
Visits made and no fees collected 306 
Persons immunized at no charge to them 150 


We want to maintain a fee schedule which is within the means 
of persons on fixed incomes, those who have no insurance coverage 
for such health care services, and those whose needs do not fall 
within the requirements necessary to qualify for Medicare or 
Medicaid reimbursement. 


On behalf of the Board members and myself I wish to express 
gratitude to the Town of Camden and those private citizens who 
have given us generous donations. over the years that has enabled 
us to deliver home care to those of our fellow citizens who are in 
need.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


The nursing department during the last year has been active 
with some additions to the program for the students’ benefit. 
We have added a scale at the 6th, 7th and 8th grade building for 
the students who are trying to lose weight and also for some who 
are on the other side trying to gain. The weight reduction program 
is still in operation, and I have several students on a “‘Get Fat” 
campaign. The audio-visual testing is finished except for a few 9th 
erade stragglers. Far fewer students needed further attention this 
year. I am very happy to have about 98% success in having the 
failing students already seen by medical personnel. 


The incoming kindergarten class is exceptionally well caught up 
on their immunizations, and final DPT and polio boosters are all 
that were generally needed. We have been trying to stress the im- 
portance of private physical examinations for all students and 
hope that all parents will continue to see the sound reasoning of a 
more thorough physical when it is done privately. Dr. Holz and I 
have all sports physicals done to date and as of this month students 
who should have yearly exams are K, 5 and 9. Previously, K, 3, 6 
and 9 have been done. We do physicals at school on all those stu- 
dents who can not have them done privately. Thus far this year 
we have done about 300. 


Last year about 750 immunizations were given at school, and 
this year there will be about 450. As of next year we should only 
have to do K, 1 and new students, and the seniors. Our school 
population is beautifully covered. Last year we had a chicken pox 
epidemic, and this year I am afraid the number one nuisance has 
been head lice. It has been in nearly every building, but has been 
brought under control quickly thanks to the help from parents 
who have called whenever it has been picked up. I could not kee 
up with the problem if it were not for parents calling. It is truly 
appreciated. This has become a national nuisance, and Camden is 
no different. I strongly recommend that all parents check their 
children’s heads routinely and if any question, please feel free to 
call. I guarantee I check my children and myself frequently. 


I have been busy on the newly formed P.E.T. (Pupil Evaluation 
Team). This is a team that will be screening the school population 
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to find any students who might have a learning problem. The 
earlier these children receive help and special attention, the better 
the results for the child. At least two afternoons a week will be 
spent working with this team and students. 


I have also about doubled time in the classroom, and have dem- 
onstrated Cardiac Resuscitation to about 300 students. All have 
practiced what they have been shown. I feel this is vitally im- 
portant and hope to sometime have all students from grade 5 and 
up understanding this procedure. Dental teaching, home nursing 
and different aspects of Family Living are a few other topics I have 
discussed with various classes. 


We have been lucky this year with accidents, and broken bones 
have been about the most serious we have had thus far — although 
these should not be taken lightly. Whenever possible, I try to take 
the student for medical care if parents are working as I know many 
times it is hard to leave work. I try to keep in touch with all of 
you if your child has something happen at school, and truly appreci- 
ate your help and kindness. Without your support, the school 
nurse would be hard pressed.

Report of the Superintendent of Schools 


It is with optimism in the future of our schools that I prepare 
my first annual report for Maine School Administrative District 
No. 28. The basis for my confidence is threefold: 1) School 
Board dedication and support, 2) Broad community support of 
schools and 3) the quality of present staff and programs in our 
schools. 


The self-evaluation recommendations, staff proposals and de- 
velopmental needs of the district are and will continue to be the 
basis for development of school program and philosophy. We have 
prioritized our goals for this year based upon each of the above 
sources. The goals include: 


1. Curriculum review and development in the following areas: 
a. Special Education 
b. Elementary school Science and Social Studies 
c. High School English and Science 
d. Vocational Education 

2. Development and adoption of a district wide philosophy 
statement and the upgrading of a policy manual 

4, Adopt a planned, programmed, budgeting-accounting system 
for the district including the establishment of a July 1 to 
June 30 budget year 

0. Develop an organizational guide for the district including 
completion of role descriptions 

6. Develop administrative guidelines for the operation of the 
district in line with past practice, contract provisions and 
current needs 
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7. Develop a model for curriculum review and development 


High priority has been given to land acquisition and preplanning 
for a new High School. Our proposal will be reviewed a second 
time by the state Board of Education in April and if approved for 
funding we will ask the communities of Camden and Rockport to 
vote in referendum on the issue shortly thereafter. 


Camden-Rockport Schools are trying to operate a quality edu- 
cation program in a crowded and obsolete facility which allows 
little chance to meet the current or future needs for expansion. 
The High School population has increased 44% in the past ten 
years with no additional facility. The entire room availability 
from K-12 is crowded. A new High School facility has been 
recommended by the Evaluation Study Committee of 1973-1974 
(the most comprehensive study made of the local school system), 
the New England Association of Schools and Colleges evaluation 
done in 1969, the former Superintendent of Schools and by the 
State Department of Education. 


New state-wide educational programs that will effect us locally 
in terms of funding, staff development and facility needs are in 
the areas of vocational education and special education: 


1. Vocational Education is a program designed for eleventh and 
twelfth grade students leading to skill development in up to ten 
possible vocational areas. The program will be operational in 
Rockland in September of 1975 and our share of costs will be 
based on the number of Juniors and Seniors enrolled in Camden- 
Rockport High School. 


2. The thrust of Special Education is to identify youngsters with 
learning disabilities, evaluate the extent of the disability and 
prescribe a program of remediation. Additional staff/consulting 
services are included with this program. 


A positive indicator of community support of the schools is 
found in the fact that thirty-five organizations made seventy-six 
monetary awards totaling $15,535 to last year’s graduates. It 
takes the energy and dedication of cause from many people to 
generate that kind of support to the young graduates of our High 
School. That support and dedication is recognized and appreciated. 
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The funding of public schools (L. D. 1994) which dominates 
our budget process allocated to us a specific amount of money for 
each elementary pupil and each secondary pupil. That money 
coupled with other revenues constitutes our operating budget. 
With the increased land valuations we can expect that even with 
an anticipated reduction in mills assessed municipalities by the 
state for education, the total number of dollars to be raised will be 
higher than last year. 


The following data shows anticipated revenues and proposed 
expenditures for the six and twelve month budgets: 
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ASSESSOR’S REPORT 


To the Town Manager, Board of Selectmen, and Citizens of the 
Town of Camden: 


I hereby submit my report for the year 1974. 


The 106th Legislature passed two controversial laws last year 
that directly affected Property Taxes. One was the Emery Bill, 
dealing primarily with standardization and a general upgrading of 
assessment administration, practices, and techniques. The other 
was designated L.D. 1994, and dealt with ‘“‘equalized education.” 
The content of my report will be to attempt to brief the citizens 
on the impact of these actions by the 106th Legislature. 


The Emery Bill requires assessment standards to be elevated to 
a high degree, mostly because of rapidly rising property values 
throughout the State, and because of rapidly rising property 
taxes in general. All those individuals practicing ad valorem tax 
assessment in the State of Maine who have not earned certifica- 
tion by examination will be required to vacate their positions as 
of 1977. The examination itself is 11% hours in length and covers 
all aspects of assessment appraisal administration. The exam has 
been administered for many years, and there are at present only 
approximately 50 certified assessors throughout the entire State of 
Maine because of the complexity of these exams. 


The Emery Bill also provides for the formation of Assessment 
Districts in which municipalities are given the option of becoming 
a single-unit district or joining a multi-municipality assessment 
district. 


The Board of Selectmen, the Town Manager, and I are in total 
agreement that a multi-unit district is NOT the way to go for 
Camden. If we can meet the minimum standards, and I have 
every reason to believe we can, then it is our belief that we should 
become a district within ourselves, and keep things essentially as 
they are at present. We have seen no indications that a multi- 
municipality district of any kind is more economical in operation 
than one that is town-governed and directly responsible to the 
people. 


At present, I am working on an equalization program designed 
to meet the minimum State Bureau of Property Taxation require- 
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ments, and results of this should be known by sometime in 
September, after our biennial assessment examination by the 
Bureau. 


The basic concept of L. D. 1994 is to provide “‘equal dollars for 
equal tax effort.’’ The basic concept is admirable. The results of 
L. D. 1994 are somewhat less than desirable, especially for coastal 
residential communities. There appear to be two major problems 
inherent with L. D. 1994. The first is State valuation of commun- 
ities. I cannot dispute the fact that Camden’s valuation is correct. 
However, in proportion to Rockland and Thomaston, we appear 
to be overvalued. Selectman Ken Bailey and I appealed our valua- 
tion to the State Valuation Review Board over two years ago and 
were informed that we could not appeal on those grounds. The 
second, and more important problem as I see it, is that L. D. 1994 
promotes, and in fact encourages, spending on the part of the 
school. The per pupil allotment for the current year is centered 
on the previous year’s average per pupil cost, creating a spiral ef- 
fect that can do nothing but increase with each succeeding year. 
At this writing, I am informed by sources in Augusta that L. D. 
1994 will be changed to some degree and become more palatable 
for small coastal towns that have been hit hard by the legislation. 


In closing, I would like to take this opportunity to express my 
sincere appreciation to the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen, 
and the Citizens of the Town of Camden for their cooperation 
and support during this past year.

Taxes are assessed to the property owner of record at the 
Registry of Deeds as of April 1st of each taxable year. If you buy 
or sell Real Estate after that date, the property is still taxed to the 
owner of record as of April 1st. No new bills are issued for that 
taxable year. 


The agreement on paying pro-rata shares is between the buyer 
and the seller. However, the owner of record is liable to the Town 
for the full amount. This is also applicable to Mobile Homes.

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REPORT OF CODE ENFORCEMENT OFFICER 


To the Town Manager, the Board of Selectmen, and the Citizens 
of the Town of Camden. 


I respectfully submit the First Annual Report of the Code En- 
forcement Officer of the Town of Camden for the year 1974. 


The Code Enforcement Officer is responsible for the enforce- 
ment of the Town of Camden Zoning Ordinance, Town of Camden 
Sewer Ordinance, and the Town of Camden Dog Ordinance. He is 
also the Building Inspector and the Plumbing Inspector. 


In 1974, there were 162 Building and/or Use Permit Applica- 
tions of which 147 were approved and 15 were disapproved. There 
were 10 appeals directed to the Board of Appeals and 10 appeals 
granted. There were 5 applications withdrawn. 


In 1974, there were 66 Plumbing Permits issued and 41 inspec- 
tions made and approved. There were 25 permits outstanding or 
unfinished at the end of the year. 


There was one 10 day notice issued for a malfunctioning septic 
system which was corrected within the 10 day limit. 


This office made 6 sewer connection inspections. All were ap- 
proved. 


Last, but not least, —dogs—. Camden does have a dog problem. 
Camden also now has a holding shelter which has been State 
approved. During 1974, there were numerous complaints. There 
were 26 letters sent to dog owners and 4 personal contacts made 
in relation to dogs roaming at large. 


There were 12 dogs picked up, 5 were returned to owners and 
7 were found new homes. Six dogs were reported missing and 
never found. 


At this time I would again like to remind the citizens of Camden 
that there is a Town of Camden Dog Ordinance and State of Maine 
Dog Leash Law. The penalty, if convicted, is a fine of a minimum 
of $25 anda maximum of $100. Also the Town of Camden charges 
$3.00 per day for room and board for each dog held at the shelter. 


With the cooperation of the dog owners, I believe this problem 
of dogs roaming at large can be solved. 
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In closing, I wish to thank the citizens of Camden, the Town 
Manager, and the Board of Selectmen for their cooperation and 
support for the past year.

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REPORT OF CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Camden Conservation Commission has been in existence 
for two years. Beginning in 1973, with the approval of the 
Selectmen, it undertook the supervision of town parks and 
beaches, and the use of Curtis Island. In 1974, it has concentrated 
on how best to fulfill its obligations under Maine Revised Statutes 
Annotated, Title 30, Section 3851, as amended. 


With regard to town parks and beaches, maintenance has been 
supervised and picnic tables have been purchased and installed. 
At Laite Beach, an unused building was removed and a public 
walk hot-topped. In the spring or early summer, the Commission 
plans, with the Town Manager, to inspect all town-owned parks 
and beaches to make recommendations for the 1975 season. 


To meet federal requirements, a temporary marker was placed 
on Curtis Island during the summer and federal guidelines for the 
public use of the island were publicized. In December, a perma- 
nent granite marker was decided upon, to be installed in the 
spring of 1975. The disposition of town-owned buildings on the 
island remains a problem which must be solved. 


In October, the Commission’s activities were greatly expanded 
when the Garden Club stated that Dutch Elm disease had spread 
beyond its control. The Commission then began to act as liaison 
between the Garden Club, Town Manager and Selectmen, the 
Tree Wardens, an arborist, and the State Department of Forestry. 
Several coordinating and information meetings were arranged by 
the Commission, and joint field inventory trips were made during 
the last three months of 1974. State guidelines on control and re- 
imbursement were clarified. It is to be hoped that Camden, by 
following these guidelines, will qualify for State funds to help de- 
fray the cost of this expensive problem. The Garden Club has 
generously offered to undertake a tree replanting program. 


Keeping in close touch with the Executive Director of the 
Maine Association of Conservation Commission, the Camden Com- 
mission is presently embarked on a study of how best to survey 
town resources so as to advise the Planning Board in its decision- 
making function. 
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The Commission wishes to thank the Town Selectmen, and 
particularly the Town Attorney, Mr. Clifford O’Rourke for his 
support before the State Forestry Department, and Town Mana- 
ger, Mr. Elmer Savage for his advice and cooperation. Thanks 
must be extended as well to all the members of the staff at the 
Town Hall for their cheerful help.

Agreeable to the warrant the meeting was called to order in the 
Allen F. Payson Fire Station at 9:00 in the forenoon, by Town 
Clerk, Rose E. Payson.

(2) Have been a legal resident of this State for a total of 10 years prior to making claim for 
exemption; or 

(3) Be the survivor of a veteran who was a legal resident of this State when he entered military 
service; or 

(4) Be the survivor of a veteran who would have been a resident of this State for at least a total

(6) Be unremarried (the divorced wife of a veteran or the remarried widow of a veteran is not 
eligible for exemption); 

(7) Be herself receiving, regardless of her age, a pension or compensation as a widow of a 
veteran from the United States Government; or 

(8) Bea widow of a veteran who would be entitled to such exemption if living. 


NOTE: When a qualified veteran dies intestate leaving property and is survived by a widow and

We have examined the financial records of the Town of Camden 
for the year ended December 31, 1974. Our examination was made 
in accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and ac- 
cordingly included such tests of the accounting records and such 
other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the cir- 
cumstances.

General Fund 


Departmental operations resulted in an unexpended balance of 
$51,618.38. Unexpended balances and overdrafts in total were:

The overlay of $32,556.85, General Fund earned income of 
$5,872.94 and unexpended balances in the general assistance ex- 
pense account of $5,523.37 and public landing and harbor account 
of $4,272.91 accounted for the major portion of the balance. 


Assets: The general cash of $143,634.75 was on deposit with 
the Camden National Bank, Camden, Maine. Cash in savings ac- 
counts were verified by examination of passbooks and confirma- 
tions were received from depositories on all cash balances.

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appropriated federal revenue sharing funds of $60,842.07 were on 
deposit at the Camden National Bank at December 31, 1974. This 
amount is carried forward to the 1975 municipal year for proper 
allocation by vote of the townspeople. 


Accounts receivable of $1,009.26 represents a decrease of 
$3,279.97 from the previous year. 


The stock held for Snow Bowl Development represents 36 
shares of International Business Machines which were contributed 
to the Snow Bowl Development Fund in 19738. The stock is car- 
ried at market value at date of contribution. 


Taxes receivable increased $19,369.01 to a total of $60,546.88.

Sewer Department receivables of $21,110.54 represent an in- 
crease of $3,856.34 from the prior year. 


State revenue sharing receivable represents the final payment 
from the State of Maine for 1974 which was received in January 
of 1975. The Town’s allocation of State revenue sharing for 1974 
was $22,776.63. Of this amount $20,854.27 plus $2,409.37 car- 
ried forward from 1973 was used to reduce the 1974 tax commit- 
ment and the remaining amount of $1,922.36 is carried forward 
EW yeles Wee 


Sewer abutters fees receivable of $3,869.73 represents the unpaid 
portion of total billings during 1972 and 1973 of $33,102.20. 


Committed sewer service charges of $2,003.20 represent unpaid 
sewer service charges, outstanding for more than sixty days from 
the initial billing date, which were committed to the treasurer for 
collection. 


Tax liens amounted to $5,213.15 an increase of $710.81. 
Tax acquired property remained unchanged during 1974. 


Liabilities and Reserves: Departmental balances of $248,205.78 
consisted of various operating account balances carried forward to 
1975 in accordance with legal requirement or customary practice. 


Prepaid real estate and excise taxes totaled $9,451.97. 
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Trust Funds 


Trust funds securities were physically examined at the Camden 
National Bank. Income payments were traced to cash receipts and 
entries in proper accounts. Time deposits were compared with 
passbooks and confirmed directly by the applicable banks. Check- 
ing accounts were reconciled to the cash accounts in the general 
ledger and confirmed with the depository. 


Debt Fund 


The amount necessary to retire debt from future revenue re- 
presents the amount necessary to retire $16,000.00 outstanding 
notes on the highway garage. 


The $50,000.00 due from the Camden Outing Club represents 
the amount needed to retire the general obligation bonds issued for 
the Snow Bowl Development. It is the intention of the Camden 
Outing Club to reimburse the Town over a ten year period, or 
sooner, plus interest equal to the rate payable on the bonds. In 
1974 $5,000.00 principal amount of the bonds were retired by 
the Town. 


Scope of Audit 


The system of Internal Control was reviewed as pertained to the 
handling of cash and other matters of financial concern. Count of 
cash was made and records checked to determine the accuracy of 
recording cash transactions. 


Cash accounts were verified by reconciliation of bank statements 
furnished by the depository or by direct bank confirmation. Veri- 
fications were utilized, on a test basis, to determine the correctness 
of recorded assets. 


An analysis was made of receipts and deposits as well as ex- 
penditures and negotiated checks. Vouchers, payrolls and can- 
celled checks were examined for a selected period. Excise tax col- 
lections were verified with copies of the receipts retained by the 
collector. Debt and Trust Fund transactions were reviewed. Surety 
bond coverage was reviewed. 

The records of the Trustees of the Mountain View Cemetery, 
Oak Hill Cemetery Association and the Camden Public Library 
were reviewed.

Discharge of Firearms 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 209, Title 30, 
Section 2151 of the Maine Revised Statutes and by the authority 
granted within under Section 2151 and in the interest of promot- 
ing general welfare and providing for public safety and convenience 
the following ordinance is hereby adopted by the Inhabitants of 
the Town of Camden, Maine: 


BE IT ORDAINED by the Inhabitants of the Town of Camden 
as follows: 


Article I 


No person except a Police Officer in the performance of his 
duties shall, without a permit from the Police Chief, discharge any 
firearm within the confines of the designated areas hereinafter re- 
ferred to as Sub-sections I (a), I (b) and I (c) except as follows: 


—S— 
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1) At Military exercises, funerals or reviews; 2) Memorial events; 
3) In proper defense of himself, his family and his property; 4) For 
the destruction of any dangerous animal. 


I (a): Beginning at the southeasterly corner post of a bridge at 
the intersection of Gould and Washington Streets; thence north- 
easterly following the northerly line of Gould Street to the westerly 
line of Mountain Street; thence in a generally northwesterly di- 
rection following the line of Mountain Street to the southerly line 
of the Molyneaux Mill Road so-called; thence in a generally wester- 
ly direction or as said Molyneaux Road runs to the easterly line of 
Route 105 (Hope Road); thence in a generally southeasterly di- 
rection or as said Route 105 runs to the southeastern corner post 
of aforementioned bridge and the point of beginning. 


I (b): Beginning at the southerly corner of an intersection 
where the westerly line of Route 105 joins the southerly line of 
Molyneaux Road; thence westerly following the southerly line of 
Molyneaux Road to the easterly line of Ad Payson Road so-called; 
thence following the easterly lines of the Ad Payson Road, the 
Melvin Heights Road and Upper Mechanic Street to the easterly 
line of Cobb Road; thence in a generally northerly direction along 
the easterly line of Cobb Road to the southerly line of Thomas 
Street; thence northeasterly along the southerly line of Thomas 
Street to the westerly line of Washington Street at its point of 
intersection with said Thomas Street; thence in a generally north- 
westerly direction, or as said Washington Street runs to the inter- 
section of the southerly line of Molyneaux Road and the point of 
beginning. 


I (c): Beginning on the southerly side of High Street at a point 
where the easterly line of Eaton Avenue intersects with the south- 
erly line of High Street; thence in a general northeasterly direction 
following the southerly line of U. S. Route #1 to the boundary 
line of the Camden Hills State Park; thence in a southeasterly di- 
rection following said boundary line of Camden Hills State Park 
to the shore of Penobscot Bay; thence following the shore line by 
various courses to a point where the easterly line of Collins Avenue 
intersects with said shore line; thence in a generally northwesterly 
direction along the easterly line of said Collins Avenue and Eaton 
Avenue to the southerly line of High Street and the point of be- 
ginning. 
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Penalty: Each person who shall violate the provisions of this ordi- 
nance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be subject to a 
fine of not less than $25.00 nor more than $100.00 for each viola- 
tion hereof.

Resolution: 


RESOLUTIONS OF THE INHABITANTS OF 
THE TOWN OF CAMDEN 
At the Town Meeting Assembled 


WHEREAS, certain areas of Camden are subject to periodic 
flooding (and/or mudslides) from streams, rivers, lakes and ocean, 
causing serious damages to properties within these areas; and 


WHEREAS, relief is available in the form of Federally subsi- 
dized flood insurance as authorized by the National Flood In- 
surance Act of 1968; and 


WHEREAS, it is the intent of this Legislative Body to require 
the recognition and evaluation of flood and/or mudslide hazards 
in all official actions relating to land use in the flood plain (and/or 
mudslide) areas having special flood (and/or mudslide) hazards; and 


WHEREAS, this body has the legal authority to adopt land use 
and control measures to reduce future flood losses pursuant to 
MRSA Title 80, Sections 1917, 2151, 4956 and 4962. 


NOW THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED, that this Legislative 
Body hereby: 


1. Assures the Federal Insurance Administration that it will 
enact as necessary, and maintain in force for those areas having 
flood or mudslide hazards, adequate land use and control measures 
with effective enforcement provisions consistent with the Criteria 
set forth in Section 1019 of the National Flood Insurance Program 
Regulations; and 


2. Vests the Planning Board with the responsibility, authority, 
and means to: 


(a) Delineate or assist the Administrator, at his request, in 
delineating the limits of the areas having special flood (and/or 
mudslide) hazards on available local maps of sufficient scale to 
identify the location of building sites. 
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(b) Provide such information as the Administrator may re- 
quest concerning present uses and occupancy of the flood plain 
(and/or mudslide area). 


(c) Cooperate with Federal, State, and local agencies and 
private firms which undertake to study, survey, map and identify 
flood plain or mudslide areas, and cooperate with neighboring 
communities with respect to management of adjoining flood plain 
and/or mudslide areas in order to prevent aggravation of existing 
hazards. 


(d) Submit on the anniversary date of the community’s 
initial eligibility an annual report to the Administrator on the pro- 
gress made during the past year within the community in the de- 
velopment and implementation of flood plain (and/or mudslide 
area) management measures. 


3. Appoints the Code Enforcement Officer to maintain for 
public inspection and to furnish upon request a record of eleva- 
tions (in relation to mean sea level) of the lowest floor (including 
basement) of all new or substantially improved structures located 
in the special flood hazard areas. If the lowest floor is below grade 
on one or more sides, the elevation of the floor immediately above 
must also be recorded. 


4. Agrees to take such other official action as may be reasonably 
necessary to carry out the objectives of the program.

Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to adopt the Flood In- 
surance Ordinance as follows: 


PURPOSE: The Town of Camden, Knox County, Maine, elects to 
comply with the requirements of the National Flood Insurance 
Act of 1968 (P.L. 90-448, as amended): 


APPLICABILITY: The National Flood Insurance Program es- 
tablished in the aforesaid Act provides that maps shall be provided 
by the Federal Insurance Administration identifying those areas 
of the Town in the flood plain having a special flood hazard; 


1. Permit. Before construction, relocation, replacement, or 
substantial enlargement or modification of any building has com- 
menced in the special flood hazard area designated on the maps 
prepared in accordance with the National Flood Insurance Act of 
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1968, as amended, the owner or lessee, or the architect, engineer, 
contractor or builder employed by such owner or lessee shall ob- 
tain from the Code Enforcement Officer, a permit covering such 
proposed work. 


2. Application. The application for a permit shall be submitted 
in writing to the Code Enforcement Officer and shall include: 


a. The name and address of applicant. 

b. An address or a map indicating the location of the con- 
struction site, 

c. A site plan showing location of existing and proposed 
structure(s) sewage disposal facilities, water supply, areas to be 
cut and filled and the lot dimensions, 

d. Astatement of intended usé of the proposed structure(s), 

e. A statement as to the type of sewage system proposed, 

f. Specification of dimensions of the proposed structure(s) 
(length, width and height), 

g. The elevation (in relation to ground and mean sea level) 
of the lowest floor, including basement, and if the lowest floor is 
below grade on one or more sides, the elevation of the floor im- 
mediately above, and 

h. A copy of the plans and specifications of the proposed 
construction. This requirement may be modified by decision of 
the (Code Enforcement Officer, Planning Board or Selectmen) 
when in their opinion such information is or is not needed to de- 
termine the conformance of the proposed construction with this 
ordinance. 


3. Fee. A fee of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars shall be paid to 
the town clerk (for compensation of the Code Enforcement Of- 
ficer) with a copy of the receipt to accompany the application. 


4. Review. The Code Enforcement Officer shall review all 
aforesaid building permit applications to determine whether pro- 
posed building sites will be reasonably safe from flooding. Any 
construction, relocation, replacement or substantial enlargement 
or modification of any building, including prefabricated and mobile 
homes upon building sites in the special flood hazard area must: 


a. Be designed or modified and anchored to prevent flota- 
tion, collapse or lateral movement of the structure, 

b. Use construction material and utility equipment that are 
resistant to flood damage, and 
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c. Use construction methods and practices that will mini- 
mize flood damage. 


Oo. Subdivisions. The Planning Board shall, when reviewing sub- 
divisions under 30 M.R.S.A. Section 4956, assure that: 


a. All such proposals are consistent with the need to mini- 
mize flood damage, 

b. All public utilities and facilities, such as sewer, gas, elec- 
trical and water systems are located, elevated and constructed to 
minimize or eliminate flood damage, and 

c. Adequate drainage is provided so as to reduce exposure 
to flood hazards. 


6. Plumbing. The Plumbing Inspector shall require new or re- 
placement water supply systems and sanitary sewage systems to be 
designed to minimize or eliminate infiltration of flood waters into 
the systems and discharges from the systems into flood waters, 
and require on-site waste disposal systems to be located so as to 
avoid impairment of them or contamination from them during 
flooding. 


7. Regulations. The (Planning Board or Selectmen) may adopt 
any reasonable regulations that are consistent with and in further- 
ance of the objectives of sections 4, 5 and 6, above, that they 
deem necessary for the proper enforcement of said sections and 
which are consistent with State Law. 


8. Variances. The Board of Appeals may, upon written applica- 
tion of the affected landowner, grant a variance from the strict 
application of this Ordinance under the following conditions: 


a. The strict application of the terms of this Ordinance 
would result in undue hardship to the applicant or would not be in 
the best interest of the community, and 

b. The hardship is not the result of action taken by the ap- 
plicant or a prior owner in violation of this Ordinance. 


9. Appeals. The Board of Appeals may, upon written applica- 
tion of an aggrieved party and after public notice, hear appeals 
from determinations of the (Planning Board, Selectmen or Code 
Enforcement Officer) only upon a finding that the decision is 
clearly contrary to specific provisions of this Ordinance. An appeal 
may be taken within thirty days after any decision is rendered by 
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the Board of Appeals, by any party to Superior Court in accordance 
with State Law. 


10. Enforcement. It shall be the duty of the (Code Enforce- 
ment Officer or Planning Board) to enforce the provisions of this 
Ordinance. If the (Code Enforcement Officer or Planning Board) 
finds that any provision of this Ordinance is being violated, (he or 
they) shall notify in writing the person responsible for such viole- 
tion indicating the nature of the violation and ordering the action 
necessary to correct it. 


When the above action does not result in the correction or abate- 
ment of the violation, the Municipal Officers, upon notice from 
the (Code Enforcement Officer or Planning Board), are hereby 
authorized and directed to institute any and all actions, whether 
legal or equitable, necessary to the enforcement of this Ordinance. 
Any person who continues to violate any provision of this Ordi- 
nance after receiving notice of such violation shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor subject to a fine of up to $100.00 for each violation. 
Each day such a violation is continued is a separate offense.

The polls will 
be open for voting on the first two articles from 9 o’clock in the 
forenoon to 6 o’clock in the afternoon at the Allen F. Payson 
Fire Station. The meeting will re-open at the Opera House at 
7:30 P.M. in the evening to act on the remaining articles.
